Program offers ‘‘Komputers For Kids”

In today ‘s education sys- 
tem having a computer at 
home is an integral part of 
the learning process. 

With that stated, how- 
ever, it is also a fact that not 
every family can afford to 
buy a computer for their 
child. That’s where Steve 
Martin comes in. 

Through a new program 
called Komputers For Kids 
Martin Is trying to ensure 
those families who can not 
afford to purchase a com- 
puter do not have to go 
without. 

“We take public and cor- 
porate donations of old com- 
puters, 386’s and that sort 
of thing, and then I refur- 
bish them, load them up with 
programming and operating 
systems and through Social 
Services what we do is tom-

puters go to families that 
have kids that are going to 
school. I'm not going to say 
these families are needy but 
can't afford to buy their child. 
a computer,” Martin ex- 
plained. He noted what he is 
basically handing out right 
now are 486’s. While these 
computers are not Internet 

“compatible Martin explained 
that wasn't the purpose, of 
the program, it’s to ensure 
that children can simply do 
their homework on comput- 
ers. 

The response so far has 
been out-standing. Martin 
said while the response has 
been excellent he is finding 
some people are still leary on 
the program and tend to be- 
lieve they have to pay some- 
thing or that they have to be 
on social assistance or wel- 
fare but they do not. There 
are some minor restrictions 


but the main thing is you 
must have a child in the 
school system. 

“You see, what the under- 
standing is is that a lot of 
teachers believe kids have 
access to a computer so 
you'll find in high school a 
lot of home work has to be 
done on a computer. Well, 
there area lot of kids who 
don't have a computer,” he 
said. 

The program began when 
Martin’s wife, a teacher, told 
him about a student in her 
school who injured his hand 
and could not write. If the 
student could get on a com- 
puter he was fine but the 
waiting list for access to the 
school’s computer was ex- 
tremely long and the student 
was falling far behind in all 
of his assignments. Martin 
had an old lap-top computer 
that he no longer used and

told his wife the student was 
more than welcome to use 
that computer for his work. 
Within two weeks the stu- 
dent was caught up in all of 
his assignments. 

After hearing that the stu- 
dent’s marks took off and he 
was doing extremely well 
Martin began to wonder 
how many other students 
were in the same position. 

The computers are given 
to the students for a loan of 
99 years. Martin explained 
they are actually giving these 
computers to the kids “for 
the rest of their natural lives 
but we own it, only because 
it’s a legality of the operat- 
ing systems and what have 
you. It is theirs but they 
can't sell it.” However, if the 
computer is no longer 
needed Martin would like the 
computer returned so he can

Belleville (at the Harbour) 
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Residents express concern over water permit

If the crowd that at- 
tendeda public meeting on 
Wednesday night is any in- 
dication than it would appear 
people in the Ivanhoe and 
Stirling area are protective 
of their water. 

Approximately 200 peo- 
ple showed up at the Ivanhoe 
public hall to discuss, and 
ultimately voice their oppo- 
sition to, a. water permit 
which will enable a com- 
pany from Tweed to extract 
200 gallons of. water per 
minute from RawdonCreek. 

Waterlief Management 
Incorporated has been 1s- 
sued a permit, which is valid 
until December, [Sth, 2008, 
by the Ministry: of the Envi- 
ronment to pump this “wa- 
ter from Rawdon Creek 
from Lot 11 on Concession 
7 of the Huntingdon Ward 
of Centre Hastings.. 

The meeting, which was 
called by Yocal resident Ted 
Pollock, was chaired by 
Owen Ketcheson who 
shared the table with Jim 
Kelleher from Lower Trent 
conservation Authority, 
Centre Hastings Reeve Tom 
Deline, Centre Hastings 
Councillor Larry Mitz and 
MPP Leona Dombrowsky’s 
representative Joanne 
Lewis. 

Mitz opened the meeting 
by explaining some history 
on’ the permit and told the 
crowd, ~ The permit was 
issued, initially, in 1996 for 
Waterlief Incorporated to do 
studies. They did these flow- 
rate studies and on the 16th 
of December, 1998, 
Waterlief was granted a per- 
mit to take water.” He went 
on to add the permit allowed 
them to take 909.2 litres per 
‘minute. that’s 288,000 gal- 
lons per.day from these 
springs located just east off 

_ of Rawdon Creek. 

These springs form a sig- 
nificant part of the flow of 
Rawdon Creek. Studies 
done by a hydrogeologist 
hired by Waterlief show the 
flow-rate of Rawdon Creek 
to be (in July Sf 1996) was 
.25 cubic metres per sec- 
ond, in the spring that flow- 
rate was .14 cubic metres 
per second. Fifty-six per- 
cent of the flow of Rawdon 
Creek comes from these 
springs. 

“What's in it fot us?” 
Mitz asked rhetorically. “If

River Drivers 

Cieveland took the floor 
and encouraged us to picture 
ourselves as river drivers on 
the Trent-Severn Waterway 
during the busy vears of log 
ging from 1820 ta 1870 

River drivers were men of 
courage, strength and inge- 
nuity. They traded brains and 
brawn against great odds to 
bring logs to their destna- 
bons. 

In 1820, John Hull organ- 
ized the first mver log dnve 
down the Trent-Severn to 
the St. Lawrence and Que- 
bec, which was not a prof- 
itable experience. From the 
ume the logs were cut in the 
logging camp to their final 
destination in Quebec, the 
organizer of the log drive 
received no money.

Before that. the organizer 
had to pay his river drivers 
and pay for supplies such as 
food, horses, boats. etc. The

Masts For Nayy 

Back in the lumber camps 
from Algonquin to wooded 
areas along the Trent-Sev- 
ern, logs were often cut for 
special purposes such as 
spars for masts of the 
Queen's Royal Navy ships 
These pine or spruce spars 
were required to be straight, 
ora definite height (50 to 80 
feet). with no blemishes (no 
more than three knots) if 
they were to bring a good 
price , 

All trees were cut with 
heavy hand axes. There 
were no cross-cut saws: at 
that time. Teams of horseés 
were a necessary part of the 
ing camp. They were 
used to skid the logs out to 
the frozen river or lake. to 
wait for the spring thaw 

Mr. Cleveland recalled a 
happening at Delanev's 
Landing near Hastings 
Twelve teams of horses 
were hitched together to 
move logs on to the ice. 
Eight teams broke through 
the ice, but the four lead 
teams were able to pull them 
to safety. Such were the 
risks that men and horses 
endured. 

Another difficult place on 
the route was at Healey’s 
Falls. As rafts of logs tum- 
bled down the swift incline. 
they might break open and 
logs would have to be 
rounded up and reassem- 
bled 

Cribs or rafts were com- 
posed of squared logs. At 
right angles to them, lateral 
logs of red pine were placed 
at each end. They were at- 
tached through bored holes 
with twisted writhes of tag 
alder, which 1s very strong. 
and much cheaper than 
chains 

Each log end of the 
laterals was pyramid-shaped, 
so they would glance off 
rocks and obstructions tn the 
water. Each log in the raft 
was marked and numbered. 
A logging hammer was used 
to mark the logs with the 
owner's symbol. The ham- 
mer was driven with force 
to a depth of eight inches into 
the log end to er! eda the 
mark. 

if anyone tried to steal the 
logs they would have to cut 
one foot off each end to ob- 
literate the owner's mark. If

Drive Went Siowly 

The cribs were disman- 
tled and then the 
rounded up again after pass- 
ing through. Not surprising 
was the fact that it might 
take three months from the 
start of the spring drive in 
Bobcaygeon for the logs to 
float along the Otonabee to 
Peterborough. There were 
many shoals in this river, and 
drivers often had to walk in 
water for three miles to keep 
the logs moving. 

It was July with 1,000 
river drivers thronging the 
city. After three months 
without a bath, it was a 
luxury to relax, eat and drink. 
Whiskey flowed freely at the 
cost of 12 shillings a gallon 
(three cents a quart). Dur- 
ing their stay, the drivers held 
demonstrations to show 
their skills at burling a log, 
choppmg wood or throwing 
their heavy axes. 

When the drive left Peter- 
borough there was Rice 
Lake to navigate and the cur- 
rents were slow. Often a 
boat was attached to the 
rafts and to a windlass on 
shore, driven by horses, to 
wind the rafts down the 
river: or a winch was used. 
In slower waters like Rice 
Lake or Bradley Bay, rafts 
were sometimes rowed 
along by the drivers. 

Many of the best pines 
were cut on the sandy flats 
along Rice Lake. With a drop 
of approximately 250 feet 
from Hastings to Lake On- 
tario, sometimes logs moved 
so fast that a boom--com- 
posed of unsquared logs for 
local use. and confined by a 
frame of logs chained to- 
gether--would break loose or 
logs would jam. Then the 
key log would have to be 
blasted. 

Men risked their lives to 
break up log jams, and were 
referred to as “jam crack- 
ers.” Important to the safety 
of the men who rode the logs 
were their “high water 
pants,” which reached half- 
way between ankle and 
knee. Drives were often de- 
layed because of these jams, 
boom breaks and low water. 

It might take three weeks 
to a month for a drive to 
come from Peterborough to 
Campbellford. One drive 
was known to have wintered 
over in Campbellford. When 
they reached Trenton, the 
driver's job was over, and 
with his pay, he would now 
find his way home to his 
family. 

A well-organized towing 
service took over the drive 
from Trenton to Prescott. 
There French Canadian and

indian drivers took the logs 
on to Quebec where British 
ships waited to load the 
spars and the squared logs 
In order to make a profit, the 
owners often had to haggle 
with merchants to get a fair 
price for their logs. Masson 
Boyd was known to bring 
good logs. so merchants 
trusted him enough to loan 
him money to finance his 
next drive 

The MacCrae Lumber Co. 
worked out of Algonquin 
Park. Before shipping his 
pine logs, he let them sit in 
water for a year. This helped 
to remove bark and gum and 
increased: the value: . 

River drivers were an 1n- 
tegral part of the logging in- 
dustry. They were the best 


_ of the worst, and the worst 


of the best, without which 
the Canadian logging indus- 
try would not have been pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Cleveland brought an 
axe and a logging hammer 
for all to see. The latter, he 
Said, was as important to 
lumbering as the branding 
iron was to the cattle indus- 
try. 

Among the displays was 
the head of a logging ham- 
mer, and a log scaler brought 
by Jack Connor. 

The Heritage Society also 
displayed many kinds of 
axes. and logging tools. 
Larry Healey contributed a 
large album of early post 
cards of Campbellford/ 
Seymour and the Trent 
River. He also brought two 
books showing logging tools. 

Doris Potts thanked Mr. 
Cleveland for reviving the 
past in such an interesting 


way. He was presented with, 
a block of Empire Cheese, 


and his wife, Peggy, with 
World’s Finest Chocolates. 
The meeting adjourned 
for hot cider, cookies and 
conversation. 


21st century challenges 
Promising areas 


of cancer 


research 


pointing to cures 


A strong foundation of 
knowledge about cancer has 
been built by researchers in 
the past 50 years. 

The challenge for the next 
generation of investigators 1s 
to harness the this knowl- 
edge to improve treatments 
and to point to more ways 
of prevention. Following are 
promising areas of cancer 
research that, hopefully, will 
yield results in the near fu- 
ture. 

Attacking A Cancer 
Cell’s Blood Supply: To 
shrink a tumour, current 
treatments rely on surgery 
and radiation. A new treat- 
meht--called anti-angiogenic 
therapy--is showing promise 
in reducing tumours through 
anew method. 

In order to thrive and 
grow, tumours need a con- 
tinuous supply of blood. Re- 
searchers have found that 
tumours have the ability to 
“recruit” blood vessels, 
which seems to be a crucial 
step in enabling a tumour to 
become a large, malignant 
growth, capable of spread- 
ing to other organs. Poten- 
tial drugs that could block 
this growth of blood vessels 
could “starve” the tumour, 
making cells so weak that 
small doses of radiation or 
chemotherapy could destroy 
them effortlessly. 

In fact, animal studies 
have already shown that 
combinations of angiogen- 
esis inhibitors and chemo- 
therapeutic agents are more 
effective than either therapy 
alone. Future research in this 
area holds great promise. 

Molecular/Genetic Tar- 
gets for Novel Treatments: 
Before the 1980s, there was 
a poor understanding of how 
tumour cells grow uncon-

However, as scientists 
have gained a deeper under- 
standing of how genetic de- 
fects are able to transform 


“normal cells into malignant 


ones, researchers are devel- 
oping “designer drugs” that 
will specifically target mu- 
tated genes or their aberrant 
offspring proteins. 

“ In theory, such drugs 
could make malignant cells 
normal again, or kill them 
without harming healthy 
cells. Although these novel 
drugs are still being tested, 
researchers are hopeful 
about the prospects of be- 
ing able to control cancer at 
a molecular level. This will 
benefit the patient by provid- 
ing more precise, targeted 
treatment of cancer that is 
more effective while having 
fewer side effects, which 
will mean improved quality 
of life. 

Using the Body’s Own 
Defences to Combat Can- 
cer: New insights into how 
the immune system defends 
the body against invaders and 
foreign matter have gener- 
ated renewed interest in im- 
munotherapies for cancer. 
But in order for immuno- 
therapy to be effective, there 
must be a way in which to 
distinguish cancer cells from 
normal cells.

April is Dental Health 
Month, and dental health 
professionals from ; the 
Haliburton, Kawartha, Pine 
Ridge District Health Unit 
want to increase awareness 
of Early Childhood Tooth 
Decay (ECTD). 


Preventable 


ECTD, also referred to as 
Baby Bottle Decay, is a sig- 
nificant childhood disease 
that can be very damaging 
and painful for young chil- 
dren. Left untreated, ECTD 
can interfere with eating and 
speaking, as well as causing 
damage to developing per- 
manent teeth. ECTD has also 
been shown to adversely af- 
fect the growth of the body, 
specifically body weight and 
height. The prevalence rate 
for ECTD ranges between 
five to 14 per cent across the 
province, making it greater 
than all reportable childhood 
diseases combined: x 

“The tragedy is that\ 
ECTD is preventable,” says 
Kay Nicholas, Manager of 
the Dental Program for the 
HKPR District Health Unit. 
“It’s never too early for par- 
ents to start good dental hab- 
its with their children. As 
well as providing sugar-free 
snacks for children and 
cleaning their teeth, we en- 
courage them to check their 
children’s front teeth often 
for decay.” 

Health Unit dental staff are 
launching a “Lift the Lip” 
campaign to encourage par- 
ents and family physicians to 
lift a child’s upper lip often 
to check for decay. If any 
white or brown spots are 
visible, the child should be 
taken to a dentist right away. 

Health Unit staff will be 
spreading the “Lift the Lip” 
message through a series of 
visits to area family resource 
centres. The visits will in- 
clude an appearance by 
Murphy the Molar, displays 
and information packages for 
participating parents and 
children.

The sun’s 
UV rays fade and prema- 
turely age wood, reports 
wood expert Pat Coughlin. 

Sunlight breaks down the. 
glue that holds fibers to- 
gether, leaving a thin gray 
matte on the wood’s surface.’ 
“It is in fact the sun that 
causes wood to turn gray,” 
says Coughlin. “It can also 
cause the wood to dry out 
very quickly forming cracks 
and splits.” 

The truth is you need to 
protect your outdoor wood 
from sun and moisture. Use 
a product which contains 
ultraviolet inhibitors that pro- 
tect wood from both sun and 
rain. Unlike a sealer, it pen- 
etrates into the wood instead 
of sitting on the surface, and 
protects without cracking, 
peeling or flaking. “

treated wood is already pro- 


While pressure treating pro- 
tects against rot and insects, 
it does not protect the wood 
from sun and moisture dam- 
age. A. protective finish is 
necessary. 

Most decks need to be 
protected with a penetrating 
oil finish every other year, 
and routine cleaning is a good 
idea too each year. Use a 
cleaner that does not re- 
move the finish, but removes 
dirt and grime that break 
down the wood fibers, re- 
ports Coughlin.

cine trials in animals have 
found that T-cells or other 
components of the immune 
system can be induced to 
recognize and attack malig- 
nant tissue. 

However, any change in 
a cancer cell that can be rec- 
ognized by the immune sys- 
tem could potentially be use- 
ful in the development 


vaccines. 


For example, some po- 
tential targets for vaccines 
could be the abnormal pro- 
teins that are made when 
genetic mutations turn nor- 
mal genes into cancer-caus- 
ing ones. Human.cancers 
caused by viruses, such as 
cervical cancer, are also 
good targets for vaccines 
which could prevent cancer.

Health Unit recognizes World TB Day 


Belleville - Every 10 sec- 
onds, someone in the world 
dies of tuberculosis (TB). 
Every second, TB infects 
someone somewhere in the 
world, Overall, one third of 
the world’s population ts in- 
fected with TB bacteria that 
can lead to an active case of 
the disease. 

The Hastings & Prince 
Edward Counties Health Unit 
marked World TB Day on 
Friday, March 24. A display 
was mounted in its Belleville 
office at 179 North Park St. 
The day was designated by 
the World Héalth Organiza- 
tion to draw attention to the 
global crisis of TB. 

A persons may have TB 
infection without having TB 
disease. TB is caused by bac- 
teria which enters the lungs 
first but which may also in- 


- fect other parts of the body. 


A person with active TB in 
the lungs coughs or sneezes, 
forcing the TB bacteria into 
the air. Those exposed to 
persons with TB for pro- 
longed periods of time can 
breath bacteria into their 
lungs. This is unlikely to hap- 
pen during a short exposure 
on a bus or in an elevator for 
example. 

“Although the number of 
active cases of TB in our 
area is low - less than five 
cases per year in recent 
years - the Health Unit has a 
very big part to play,” said 
Dr. Lynn Noseworthy, Medi- 
cal Officer of Health. “By 
law, TB cases must be re- 
ported to us. We immediately 
begin our work by confirm- 
ing the diagnosis; ensuring 
prompt and complete treat- 
ment of each case, includ- 
ing providing free medica-

The .51 per cent trans- 
lates into an increase of

Says. 
Board Chair Bob Willsher 
was upset that the provincial 
government has failed again 
to address the KPR’s low per 
pupil funding. 

“I find it particularly dis- 
turbing that, despite much- 
heralded announcements on. 
province-wide funding in- 
creases, little has been done 
to address our students’ be- 
ing in the bottom 21 percent 
of funding in Ontario,” Mr. 
Willsher says. 

_ “That is plain unaccept- 
able,” he adds. 

“It makes me very angry 
that, even with all the proof 
in the world (figures pro- 
vided by the Ministry af Edu- 
cation itself) our continued, 
strong calls for adequate 
funds for our students con- 
tinue to be ignored. 

“The fact that our current 
per-student funding is the 
12th lowest in Ontario obvi- 
ously doesn’t concern our 
provincial counterparts,” Mr. 
Willsher says: - 

“It sure concerns our 
community, based on what 
we've been hearing from 
parents.” ; 

In his report to the Board, 
Mr. Allison says the KPR is 
expected to receive a total of 
$246,522,558 in provincial 
grants for 2000-01 com- 
pared with $245,278,088 in 
99-00. 

That brings the Board’s 
total per pupil funding to 
$32.22 a day. This is still 
lower than the $34.40 pro- 
vincial average for the cur- 
rent school year. 

Mr. Allison says the .51 
per cent increase takes into 
account all of the recent pro- 
vincial announcements re- 
lated to education including: 

~ a provincial clawback 
of the annual savings Boards 
have already used to balance 
their budgets, resulting from 
the Ontario-wide contribu- 
tion holiday for the provin- 
cial support staff pensior 


fund (OMERS). This 
clawback totals $1.6 million 
at the KPR. 


~ new restrictions for re- 
serve funds. 

~ a 1.95 per cent increase 
on the base salaries and ben- 
efits of teachers and some 
non-teaching staff. — 

~ no increased funding 
for transportation, plant op- 
erations (including salaries 
and benefits), building re- 
newal, new pupil places or 
trustees. 

~ no increased funding 
for the number of principals 
and vice-principals. Although 
an increase in this budget 
“Grea was announced provin- 
cially, the KPR does not 
qualify for the funds. 

_~ a change in the provin-* 
cial definition of “instruc- 
tional time.” However, the

combine to increase the pro- 
vincial funding foreach KPR 
student by 1.09 per cent, or 
35 cents a day,” Mr. Allison 
says: “However, declining 
student enrolment for next 
year will mean an expected 
drop of $1.7 million in pro- 
vincial grants. 

“This brings the net in- 
crease in our overall fund- 
ing to .S1 per cent,” he said. 

Special education grants 
are expected to increase by 


$369,348 for elementary stu-. 


dents and $194,502 for sec- 
ondary,” Mr. Allison says. 

This is an area where the 
KPR is severely under- 
funded, he noted. 

In addition to this, he says 
the Board receives the low- 
est possible funding for In- 
tensive Support Amount 
(ISA) claims. 

For students with special 
needs to qualify for these 
grants, Mr. Allison says they 
must meet very specific re- 
quirements established by 
the Ministry, and the prov- 
ince has made- the require- 
ments more-stringent. 

Mr. Allison says the Min- 
istry will review special edu- 
cation claims for ISA fund- 
ing this May. 

“Based on the number 
approved by the Ministry, 
this could result in additional 
funding,” he says. “We hope 
that any such increase would 
be significant to help meet 
the needs of our special stu- 
dents.” 

Other changes in provin- 
cial funding for next year 
include: 

~ $58,300 more for core 
French and French Immer- 
sion and $74,700 more for 
English as a Second Lan- 
guage programs. 

~ $39,100 more in small 
schools, remote and rural 
schools and learning oppor- 
tunities grants. 

~ $294,400 more for 
teacher qualifications and 
experience grants. 

~ $102,200 more for 
Board administration. 

Mr. Allison also says 
funding is being provided for 
literacy and numeracy pro- 
grams for students who are 
at risk of not, meeting the 
standards of the new provin- 
cial curriculum. 

“The challenge will be to 
develop the appropriate pro- 
grams to access the funds,” 
he says: “In other words, 
we'll qualify for the funds 
only if we can prove we have 
programs to meet the crite-

ria. 
Funding is being provided 
at $2,294 per full-time 
equivalent student in these 
programs, he says. 
The budget meeting pro- 
vided trustees with revenue 
estimates only and outlined 
how much the KPR expects 
to receive from the Ministry 
for the net school year.

to begin preparing expendi- 


ture estimates for trustees. 
These estimates, which will 
include recommendations 
for how much should be 
spent in each area, will be 
presented to the Board at 
budget meetings in May. ©

One individual, Mike 
Rutland, explained-that 
Waterlief’s website explains 
the company’s objective is to 
acquire as many spring per- 
mits as possible and to cre- 
ate a minimum of one new 
water bottling facility per 
year. 

“How do they have the 
right to take our water and 
make money off it?” Rutland 
asked. 

Peter Kooistra, Deputy- 
Mayor for Stirling-Rawdon, 
noted he had just learned that 
evening that there was a 
water permit issued in the 
Township of Stirling- 


Rawdon. He went on to ex- 
plain when he sat on 
Rawdon council there was 
a permit issued for the same 
thing but, because of the 
damage to roads the trucks 
were causing, they had the 
company stopped. 

Peter Phillips, an area resi- 
dent, said the main concern 
and immediate problem is the 
aspect of property wells go- 
ing dry, land becoming 
worthless and people having 
to have water trucked in. He 
asked if there wasn’t some 
way to get legal procedures 
in place that could at least get 
the project stalled. 

Again, Kelleher noted 
with the DFO looking into 
the permit that was a possi- 
bility. He stressed to the peo- 
ple not to get “hung up” on 
where the water is going but 
simply look at the fact that it 
is going to be taken out of 
our watershed, 

Stirling resident Lloyd 
Jones stated people in Sur- 
ling have the same concerns 
as those in Ivanhoe and they 
will be greatly affected by 
this. 

“We obviously have a 
vested interest in Stirling and 
will be seeing what we can 
do,” Jones added. 

At the end of the meeting 
it was Suggested anyone 
who would be interested in 
forming a committee to look 
into what can be done should 
sign up and they would be- 
gin research into acts and 
procedures that deal with 
these matters.

dian, there's a new bike in 
town that’s looking to take 
your spot. 

Wayne's World in 
Bancroft recently added the 
new Polaris Victory motor- 
cycle to their stock and so 
far things have been going 
great with customers offer- 
ing kind remarks and 
longingful glances at the 
machine. 

Heather Thomas. wife of 
owner Wayne Thomas, ex- 
plained Polaris has been 
making the bikes for two 
years but this is the first 
time they have been avail-. 
able in Canada. As a matter 
of fact. Wayne's World 1s 
the first dealer in Canada to 
sell the bikes. 

Thomas 


noted they 


knew they would be getting 
the bikes into their shop 
about two years ago but 
Polaris wanted to ensure the 
bikes were perfect before 
they came into Canada. 
Small changes had to be 
made to the bikes before 
they could be sold in Canada 
such as the speedometer 
being in kilometres. the plac- 
ing of reflector lights, and 
all written material on the 
bike must be in French as 
well as English. 

There are currently two 
of the bikes at Wayne's 
World and they are expect- 
ing two more in the near 
future. 

“Everybody likes them,” 
Thomas stated regarding 
customer reception of the 
bikes. “We haven't heard 
anything bad yet.” 

Thomas explained she 
and her husband attended a 


seminar in Reno last August 
and, while there, they rode 
the bikes and she offered 
that they “handle beautfully. 
Their power band is just 
lovely, there’s no head snap. 
They are 1507 CC's. It's a 
touring bike.” With the bikes 
available in either solo or 
with a double seat Wayne's 
World has numerous acces- 
sories from Arlen Ness. 

Having dealt with Polaris 
for approximately 30 years 
Thomas stated she and her 
husband knew they were a 
company that stands by 
their products and they had 
researched these bikes thor- 
oughly. 

The bikes are selling ex- 
tremely well in the United 
States, so well in fact that 
Polaris is having difficulties 
meeting the demand.

April 12th from the office of 
Leona Dombrowsky reads: 

Leona Dombrowsky chal- 

lenged John Baird, Minister 
of Community and Social 
Services, to explain the jus- 

tice of applying liens against 
the homes of those on On- 

tario Works. 
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“If the Ontario Works 
program is really a hand up 
and not a boot out, explain 
the justice of applying liens 
for basic needs even to those 
who participate in commu- 
nity placements,” 
Dombrowsky stated. 

Hastings County has been 
pressured by the Ministry of 


Community and Social Serv- 
ices to issue liens to Over 
130 families on Ontario 
Works. These families were 
told they must sign liens on 
their homes by April 12th or 
have their benefits termi- 
nated. 

Even those who 4re par- 
ticipating in community 


placements have been tar- 
geted and are being forced 
to mortgage their only asset, 
their home, for food and 
other basic needs. Recipients 
are entitled to keep $5000 
plus 10% of the equity in 
their home, however, all of 
this entitlement would be 
eaten up by legal and real 
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estate fees in the event of the 
sale of the home. 

“This policy is tanta- 
mount to mortgaging a home 
to pay for basic needs like 
food and healthcare,” said 
Dombrowsky. The Minister 
appeared to show no under- 
standing of the complexities 
of life in rural Ontario, the 
area most affected by this 
policy. “I’m talking about in- 
dividuals who are working,

Dixon added he believes 
the auctions are a success 
because of a desire within 
the community to keep 
O'Hara Mill open. There is 
nota lot of government fund- 
ing any more and if it Is to 
remain open they have to 
look to the community and 
do special events to help 


raise both funds and aware-— 


ness. 

“It’s just a very special 
place. There’s 85 acres to 
hike and then of course once 
June rolls around we open 
up the buildings. It’s a part 
of Hastings County's herit- 
age. I think there’s a lot of 
interest in the past and it’s 
something that we have here 
that may not be as big as 
Upper Canada Village or 
Black Creek but there are 
eight excellent buildings 

there for kids and adults to 


see what life was like 150 
years ago,” Dixon stressed. 

Other events this summer 
include special days on July 
30th and on Sunday, August 
27th. 

The event on July 30th is 
billed the Family Day and on 
this day not only are the 
buildings open but people are 
able to see what would have 
been taking place in those 
buildings ISO years ago. 
There will be a blacksmith 
in his shop, a teacher in the 
school, spinners and weav- 
ers, a pioneer family show 
ing pioneer cooking and fir- 
ing old muskets as well as 
buskers performing music, 
juggling and magic. Like pre- 
vious years there will also be 
nature walks with well- 
known naturalist ¢erry 
Sprague. 

Dixon, who has served on 
the Board of Management 
for O'Hara Mill as well as his 
current position as curator, 
noted the past three years he 
has spent a great deal of ex- 
tra time working on O'Hara 
Mill. He explained the pioneer 
village has had some tough 
times in the past, most nota- 
bly it closing because for one 
year due to lack of funds, but 
is happy to see such interest 
shown from the local com- 
munity. 

“It had been a very big 
attraction for a number of 
years but the funding ran out 
four years ago and it actu- 
ally closed down,” he ex- 


plained. A large donation 
from a family helped to re- 
open the site and has enabled 
it to keep going. 

Dixon said he gets a lot 
of positive comments about 
O'Hara Mill and even some 
people who are surprised it 
exists. He noted those peo- 
ple who do visit it are amazed 
to learn that all but two of 
the buildings, the blacksmith 
shop and the school, are 
original to the site. 

“| ust think it's important 
that things like this are main- 
tained and that our kids have 
a chance to see something 
locally rather than travelling 
two or three hours east or 
west,” Dixon added. He 
noted they are expecting to 
see school kids go to the site 
this year in June to learn 
about the past. School kids, 
however, aren tthe only peo 
ple showing an interest in the 
site aS more and more peo 
ple are having weddings, 
family reunions and church 
picnics at the area. 


“There's 85 acres (for 
hiking) there and the pond is 
there. It can be a very pleas- 
ant way to spend a day with- 
out spending a lot of money 
for people in the area,” Dixon 
stated. He added the people 
in the local community and 
the Madoc Township coun- 
cil have been extremely help- 
ful in keeping it that way and 
hopes to see it continue for 
years to come.

The good news about 
ECTD is that it is prevent- 
able.

Don’t start feeding 
habits that are hard to 
break: Allowing a baby to 
keep a bottle in his or her 
mouth all night is the best 
known cause of ECTD but

Tooth decay 
begins in early childhood 
with white or brown spots 
indicating the tooth’s enamel 
is breaking down. If such 
spots are present, the child 


should see a dentist. Often,

Over the next two vears, 
a total of $1.6 million wall be 
invested by the provincial 
government in five projects 
throughout Northumberland 
County under the Rural Job 
Strategy program. 

The Hastings Chamber of 
Commerce's waterfront de- 
velopmenton the south side 
of the Trent River is one of 
the initlatives to receive 
$225,000. The money. to be 
matched by other funding 
sources for a 
$450,000. will be used for 
technical and promotional 
ventures surrounding the 
waterfront docks initiatives, 
says Chamber member Don 
Hopkins. a long-ume cham- 
pion of waterfront develop- 
mentin the Village. 

This funding will include 
things like engineering. ar- 
chitectural, legal work. 
specifications aad tender 
document writing. leases. 
website design, promotions 
and marketing. says Mr. 
Hopkins. — 

“It is not for the docks 
(but) for all the paper work 
so that its ready to put ham- 
mer to nail.” Mr. Hopkins 
said. . 

The funding announce- 
ment “primes the pump to 
get other people on board. 

“Thére 1s a whole bunch 
of work to do yet.” he says. 
“This is just a Start.”

This undertaking repre- 
sents “great variety of peo- 
ple and organizations” bring- 
ing together business, arusts, 
volunteer event planning 
groups, tourism operators. 
agnculture and municipalities 
in a partnership “to demon- 
strate their confidence in the 
local economy. 

In Northumberland, the 
two largest industries are 
agriculture and tourism. 

“The true benefit of the 
Northumberland Economic 
Partnership is the synergy 
and public relations network 
that is developing in this re- 
gion. There is a pride in the 
unique lifestyle of Northum- 
berland -- its lakes, rivers, 
countryside, small towns 
and rural living, heritage and 
culture.” 

The “most powerful con- 
cept underlying this project 
is that of synergy. When in- 
dividual components and the 
five projects work together 
economies of scale can oc- 
cur, additional businesses 
can be created for very mini- 
mal costs. 

Being able to distribute 


brochures on all the projects- 


at each of the participating 
venues or events is an “eco- 
nomical and effective way of 
encouraging visitors to re- 
turn to Northumberland to 
take in another event or at- 
traction. 

“Marketing these projects 
together makes it possible to 
offer a smorgasbord of ac- 
tivities for visitors and to 
develop informal and formal 
tour packages that appeal to, 
and reach; visitors from 
Southern Ontario,the north- 
eastern United States, Eu- 
rope and Asia and the GTA.” 

The waterfront and 
downtown projects, includ- 
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alone will generate $11.1 
million in capital spending, 
employ 370 people during 
the construction phase and 
act as additional “catalyst” 
for another $37.4 million in 
private sector development 
acuvity. 

The Hastings proposal is 
the culmination of 14 years 
of planning and has been 
spearheaded in recent years 
by the relatively-new Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The 
planned private sector 
projects which will result 
from this one project are 
substantial and will create 
significant employment 


opportunities. 

“This is one piece of the 
puzzle,” Mr. Hopkins 
stressed. 


Mr. Hopkins says that 
when the Chamber's water- 
front proposal was reviewed 
by strategic planning con- 
sultant Lynda Newman, her 
view was that the project 
needed a major tenant.

improvement, which is rela- 
tively painless, but is also 
ineffective because the golfer 
isn't fixing the cause of a 
flawed swing. They are just 
treating the symptoms. 

A golf swing is not 


learned by throwing money ~ 


at it, nor by practising some- 
thing for only a week or two. 
It doesn’t eouile quickly and 
it doesn’t come easily, yet 
golfers seem to think (or 
maybe hope) that it will. If 
you want to improve, be pre- 
pared--you will hit the ball 
badly and your swing will 
feel very awkward until you 
have practised enough to de- 
velop coordination with 
whatever part of the swing 
you are trying to learn. 
Eyery golfer should have 


a goal to improve for every ° 


year they play. But most 
golfers reach a certain level 
and never improve beyond 
that point. One study found 
that the average golfer 
reached this level after only 
three years of playing. 

The reasons seem simple 
enough; not practising prop- 
erly, not having a good in- 
structor, and not willing to 
deal with the frustration and 
awkwardness that initially 
result from making real 
swing improvements.

Thurlow Scout captures '18- 
wheeler' rally championship

Thomasburg — Eight- 
een-wheelers were racing 
here on Saturday, April 15" 
but the local community 
probably didn’t noteee. The 
occasion was the 3” annual 
Scout 18-wheeler rally 
where wooden models were 
raced down a 32-foot slop- 
ing track until winners are 
decided. 

The event, which drew 
scouts from Marmora, Ma- 
doc, Thurlow, Tweed and 
Roslin, had 18 model trucks 
of various shapes and col- 
ours “roaring” down the 
track. Brian Horn of 
Thurlow won both the ‘A’ 
Division and Overall Cham- 
pionship while Andrew Gib- 
bons of Roslin took the *B’ 
Division Championship. 

David Fry, a Thurlow 
Scout, had his model judged 
by his peers as “Best De- 
sign.” 
The Scouts take their 
modelling and racing seri- 
ously. The truck models 
were replicates of the “real 
rigs” you see on our high- 
ways everyday — flatbeds, 


tankers, box trailers, but 


there were also a few “origi- 
nal designs,” such as the 
army truck and flatbed: mod- 
els which had aerodynamic 
tractor cabs. These vehicles 


had sloping front ends to re- 


duce wind drag. 

The trucks are all built 
from kits of square or rec- 
tangular wood blocks pur- 
chased at the Belleville Scout- 
ing Store. Wheels are in- 
cluded in each kit but the fi- 
nal products are as diverse 
as the Scouts themselves. 
Some go into great detail to 
make their models look like 
the real thing. Others go for 
the streamlined look. One 
reason David Fry’s entry 
was judged best design as it 
was an 18-wheel dump truck 
and the trailer actually could 
be raised into the dumping 
position. 

Prior to the actual races 
there is a weigh-in of each 


‘ participating model. None 


can weigh more than 750 
grams. Scout leader Nick 
Fry was very particular 
about ensuring each model 
did not exceed that limit us- 
ing a digital read-out scale. 
Knowing in advance about 


the limit the Scouts use vari- 


ous objects to add weight — 
nails, pennies, lead, even 
sand to get as close to 750 
grams without going over. 
Some even restored to 
spraying powdered graphite 
on their wheel axles to re- 
duce the friction thereby, in 
theory, making their model 
faster. K’s serious business, 
to a point. Once the races 
start the friendly nature of the 
competition became self-evi- 
dent with Scouts cheering on 
racers they themselves 
would meet in later heats. 
In addition to being an 
.exercise in ingenuity and 
friendly competition the rally 
was also a fund-raiser. Each 
participant paid a modest 
entry fee.

AH Council endorses 
proposal to deal with 
‘““nuisance’’ beavers 


Trapper’s 
Council 
tables 
proposal for 
Twp. Council 


Flinton — Rather than 
having municipal employees 
deal with nuisance beavers 
the Frontenac-Addington 
Trappers Council have made 
a proposal to the Township 
to handle the problem for 
them. The municipal coun- 
cil endorsed that proposal 
earlier this year. 

In a letter to council out- 
lining their proposal Russell 
Wood, president of the 
Trappers Council states, 
“we feel that nuisance bea- 
ver control and removal in 
particular needs to be han- 
dled much more differently 
than in the past, when 
township employees without 
knowing or caring about 
proper procedures would 
shoot beaver illegally or 
unethically along our road 
ways. Many times beaver 
are later seen floating there 
in public view giving mu- 
nicipalities and most often 
trappers a bad public image, 
to say nothing of wasting 
the natural resource. 

“The public’s perception 
of animal welfare and con- 
trol today demands that 
things be handled differ- 


legal ramifications covered 
by the new Fish and Game 
Act, the new Fire Arms Act, 
Trespass Act and the Minis- 
try of Natural Resource’s 
policy in a given area.” 

Some existing problems 
the Trappers Council sees 
under the present beaver 
control measures include: 
shooting from vehicles and 
roadways; using 22 rifles 
which is seen as dangerous 
due to possible ricochets; 
wasting beaver pelts or meat 
is illegal and morally wrong; 
poor public perception of 
road crews and trappers in 
dealing with beaver and poor 
communication between 
municipalities and landown- 
ers. 
Mr. Russell goes on to 
state, “we believe that many 
of these nuisance situations 
can be handled more hu- 
manely, cost effectively and 
politically correct by local 
trappers and trapper coun- 
cils working together with 
municipalities. For example, 
a trapper might agree to keep 
a dam and water levels un- 
der contro! while he is har- 
vesting the beaver, saving 
the municipality money tear- 
ing dams apart, especially 
later in the year when pelts 
will soon be prime.” 

Mr. Russell suggests the 
municipality could give the 
names of trappers to land- 
owners experiencing beaver

ter the trapper could then 
sign up that private land on 
his licence and provide yearly 
control. This method, he 
suggests, would benefit both 
the trapper and landowner. 
Where there is a problem 
requiring immediate action 
even when the pelt is not 
worth saving (between May 
and September), “the trap- 
per is still the most economi- 
cal solution as they have the 
expertise to do it (kill the 
beaver) quickly and hu- 
manely.” A list of trappers 
was provided to council and 
Councillor Ethyl Grant’s 
name appears on the list. 

Mr. Russell states that the 
Trappers Council has $2 
million in liability insurance 
and that this insurance cov- 
ers such problems as pet, 
child, passer-by, tree, etc. 
damaged by removal work. 
However, the insurance 
doesn’t cover a beaver, that 
is to say the Trapper Coun- 
cil would not be responsible 
for any road damage caused 
by beavers. 

Mr. Russell concludes by 
saying a $50 removal fee for 
nuisance beaver is standard 
for Ontario, which he says 
“is a real bargain consider- 
ing the man-hours spent by

blowing up dams.” 
‘Councillor Grant moved 
the motion to approve the 
proposal and Councillor Lor- 
raine Berger seconded it

Off road vehicles Do 
Not belong on the road

An incident this week points out, once again, that off road vehicles such as dirt bikes 
are being driven along roadways in contravention of Provincial law. With two excep- 
tions, (farming & trapping), all terrain vehicles are not designed to be driven on a road- 
way. Compounding the pos is the fact that youngsters, inexperienced drivers, are 
aboard these vehicles and are accidents waiting to happen. ; 

Police often find that off road vehicles operated by youngsters are doing so with the 
parent’s knowledge and consent. 

The usual answer given when confronted is that - how else is he/she going to learn. 
Well, dirt bikes and other recreational vehicles simply are mechanical babysitters. Out of 
sight, out of mind. 

In truth, turning a blind eye to the whereabouts of the child and the ATV is nothing 
short of setting yourself up for a hard fall. 

The Police Officer at your door may be there to deliver tragic news, not simply to 
state the obvious. “Off Road Vehicles belong off road and supervised.”

By forming partnerships, 
Mr. Hardeman, says the vari- 
ous projects will draw more 
visitors to Northumberland 
and that the “economic spin- 
offs of tourism will be en- 
hanced and felt more widely 
throughout the county.” 


He cited the Spirit of the | 


Hills partnership as one ex- 
ample bringing artists and 
patrons together to “increase 
the public’s awareness of the 
artists and their works, to 
develop new markets for 
their creations and to further 
encourage the development 
of the arts in the area. 

Mr. Hardeman said that 
through a “community- 
based co-operative market- 
ing program,” the Northum- 
berland Artisans Tour, the 
Westben Arts Festival Thea- 
tre, the Spirit of the Hills and 
the File Factory intend to 
extend the Tour to eight 
weeks and double the 
number who take in the 
event. 

“The partners in this 
project are extremely well- 
organized and represent an 
excellent cross-section of the 
County's arts community,” 
he said. 

Again, the waterfront- 
downtown projects will 
“have a direct effect upon all 
sectors of the County’s 
economy,” Mr. Hardeman 
said. 

Projects, like the one 
along the southside of the 
Trent River in Hastings, wiil 
draw greater numbers of 
tourists and encourage addi- 
tional private sector develop- 
ment and investment, Mr. 
Hardeman said. 

“This undertaking really 
exemplifies the benefits of 
partnerships,” he pointed 
out. 

“On its own, no one of 
the rural municipalities has 
sufficient technical, financial 
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or human resources to carr) 
out such a plan. 


“Together, however, they . 


can share ideas and informa- 
tion, purchase services as a 
group and participate in other 
programs (and) stretching 
their limited resources.” 

The five distinct projects, 
each with their own part- 
ners, each have their own 
goals, the Minister said. 

But there is “one overnid- 
ing aim,” he stressed, “and 
that is to spur the economy 
and growth of the County’s 
many rural municipalities.” 

The $11 million worth of 
construction in waterfront 
and downtown revitalization 
initiatives over the next 2 1/ 
2 years has, what he called, 
a multiplier effect. 

“As that spending works 
its way through the local 
economy, the multiplier ef- 
fect kicks in, greatly enhanc- 
ing the benefits.” 

Mr. Hardeman says tour- 
ism studies show that every 
tourism dollar is spent four 
times over. 

“Reaching their goal of 
increasing tourist spending in 
the country by 15 per cent 
would mean an additional $9 
million of spending -- times 
four -- $36 million of new 
economic activity in North- 
umberland County.” 

These kinds of benefits 
are felt by entire communi- 
ties but can only be realized 
by partnerships. 

“It is through strategic 
linkages that resources can 
be maximized, that econo- 
mies of scale can be 
achieved, that such ambi- 
tious undertakings can be 
successful.” 

Mr. Hardeman admitted 
that many people had hoped 
that the RJSF announcement 
had come much earlier. 

“When you're investing 
$1.6 million of taxpayers’ 
money and encouraging pri- 
vate sector partners to invest 
even more you have to be

“That's true in general 
terms © Mr. Hardeman said. 
“And italso holds true in this 
particular instance. 

“There are more than 40 
partners involved in the 
“Northumberland County 

projects. Some are building 
on years of experience and 
extensive research. Some are 
not. 

Some elements of this 
county-wide initiative are 
brand new and we have a 
very real responsibility to 
ensure that realistic goals are 
set and to follow up and 
make sure they are met. That 
takes time.” 

Mr. Hardeman says 
strength lies in numbers and 
Northumberland will “enjoy 
a stronger, more vibrant fu- 
ture as aresult of these many 
individuals working together 
as partners on what we are 
sure is a sound investment.” 

Mr. Edwards says the 
first thing they have to do is 
sit down with Joanne Wells- 
Oates, the consultant who 
co-ordinated the overall 
project, and get “up-to-date 
with the paper trail.” 

He says they also have to 
launch a job search for an 
executive director to oversee 
the Partnership. 

Mr. Edwards says he has 
already met with Dean 
Findlay, who is spearhead- 
ing the Warkworth main 
street project, and Rod 
Williams, President of the 
Campbellford-Seymour 
Chamber of Commerce, and 
they agree that hiring a co- 
ordintator to look after 
projects in the River Coun- 
try area would be a positive 
step. 

“We certainly have the 
funds to do it,” he says. 

He says they need a local 
co-ordinator to “quarterback 
all these efforts in the north 
end (of the County).” 

There are a lot of things 


asa 
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that have to be done before 
they reach the engineering 
stages of the waterfront- 
downtown projects. he 
pointed out. 

“There is a fair amount to 
do even before going ut for 
tenders for engineering etc.,” 
he says. 

With a local co-ordinator 
drawing things together, and 
bringing all the partners to 
the table, they begin to move 
strongly ahead with the vari- 
ous initiatives, Mr. Edwards 
Says. 

He says it is “unrealistic” 
to expe t docks to be in 
place in Hastings this sum- 
mer. 

If everything is done 
properly then come next sum- 
mer boaters will see some 
new additions to the Hastings 
waterfront. 

But even without the 
docks, Mr. Edwards says, 
they can begin to market the 
Hastings waterfront and its 
docks. 

He says that “Friends of 
the Trent” is seeking partners 
to take a booth in the upstairs 
pavilion at the Peterborough 
Marina and River Country 
and Northumberland County 
would be a perfect team to 


market both the local area — 


and the County as tourist 
destinations. 

“They've been trying to 
get waterfront efforts going 
for along time.

The search for outside 
funding is “almost a business 
in itself,” Mr. Edwards says, 
and tapping into these 
sources, writing and filing 
applications, would be one of 
the duties of the Parmer- 
ship’s Executive Director.’ 

Mr. Edwards would like 
to see the Partnership “take 
on an economic develop- 
mentrole” that would stretch 
well beyond these projects 
and into the future. 

He says they should take 
a“real good look” at expand- 
ing in this direction. 

Mr. Edwards is not sure 
whether a “real study” has 
been done on economic 
health and future of North- 
umberland -- a study that 
looks carefully at what 
manufacturing plants and 
businesses are in the 
County; why they have 
stayed; why some have left 
and what sort of qualified 
employment base exists in 
the County. 

It has to be a study that 
really “looks at who we are, 
what is real out there. 

“Real stuff, not just pie- 
in-the-sky stuff, and then go 
for it.” 

A comprehensive study 
that offers a detailed profile 
of the County could help 
match business and eco- 
nomic development oppor- 
tunities with the work force 
Northumberland County has 
to offer. 

“It won’t work if you go 
at it on a an ad hoc basis,” 
he said. 

“There are quite a few 
things that have to happen to 
take on this role,” he admits. 
“It’s early in the game.” 

Mr. Edwards says he has 


not yet had conversations 


with County officials about 
this expanded role but would 
clearly like to initiate this 
kind of dialogue. 

“Let’s face it, Northum- 
berland County needs it.” 

Mr. Edwards says he 

on reminding people 
they “don’t know what they 
have” right here in the 
County. 

They have “all the right 
assets” here in Northumber- 
land County -- everything 
from nice countryside and 
beautiful towns to good fish- 
ing, he points out.

Flinton — Does putting a 
live worm on a fish hook 
constitute cruelty to animals? 
Given that fishing, along 
with hunting and trapping, 
play an important economic 
role in the region the Town- 
ship is not waiting to find 
out. During their April 17" 
session endorsed a proposal 
from the Canadian Outdoor 
Heritage Alliance, (COHA), 
to lobby the federal govern- 
ment to change the wording 
of Bill C-17. The bill, deal- 
ing with cruelty to animals 
legislation, was sparked by 
anumber of high-profile cru- 
elty to animals cases. In par- 
ticular, the cases of the dogs 
being dragged behind vehi- 
cles. 

COHA maintains that in 
its existing form the word- 


ing in the bill would result in 
a number of practices which 
are now legal being deemed 
a criminal act if the bill 
passes. COHA blames the 
“animal rights community” 
for pushing to have the leg- 
islation passed. 

Although supporting the 
main thrust of the bill COHA 
has concerns about the 
wording of certain sections 
of the bill, in particular, Sec- 
tion 182. They say based on 
a legal opinion they have ob- 
tained “anglers risk pros- 
ecution for even putting a 
worm on a hook.” They also 
say a hunter who wounds, 
but does not kill, their prey 
could face criminal prosecu- 
tion. Trappers could be 
charged for using leg hold 
traps and farmers could face 
charges for de-horning, beak 
and tail trimming and hotiron 


branding of cattle they say. 

Councillor Eythel Grant, 
in moving the motion, said * 
cruelty to animals, its (the 
bill) more like cruelty to hu- 
mans.” 

COHA, which has sent a 
copy of their objections to 
other municipal bodies seek- 
ing support, include a “sam- 
ple letter” to send to the fed- 
eral Justice Minister Anne 
McLellan and MPs. 

They end their proposal 
stating “in simple terms what 
looks on the surface to be 
‘legalese’ is in fact well- 
crafted wording that will 
work against one and all of 
you if confronted in court. 
Remember the animal rights 
community are litigious. You 
can, if this legislation goes 
through as is, expect to di- 
vert much of your time and 
most of your conservation

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"Why xy Canada needs a new war muset 


Bhesene facility in Ottawa grossly inadequate 


By J. L. Granatstein 


‘There are 114,000 graves 
of soldiers, sailors and 
airmen bearing the Maple 
Leaf in cemeteries around 
the world--a_ terrible 
testimony to this nation’s 
glorious efforts in war and 
peacekeeping operations. 

Canadians have paid for 
the peace and freedom in 
which they live, and our war 
memorials in every city and 
town proudly proclaim that 
we will always remember. 

And we do--once a year 
during a minute’s silence on 
Remembrance Day. 
Regrettably, Canada is a 


nation without much 
historical memory. 
The major purpose of the 


’ Canadian War Museum-- 


located on Sussex Drive in 
Ottawa between the 
National Gallery and the 
Royal Canadian Mint-is to 
serve the r_ n’s 
remembrance by acung as 
the repository for the 
artifacts and records of our 
military past. 

The Museum’s collection 
is superb: 13,000 paintings, 
including dozens by the 
Group of Seven and 400 by 
Alex Colville; and an 
extensive uniform collection 
which includes the coatee 
General Brock was wearing 
when he was killed during 
the opening months of the 
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CHICKEN THIGHS 
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7a" 
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War of 1812. 
There are weapons by the 
thousands; archival 


collections donated by 
soldiers, sailors, pilots and 
nursing sisters; and medals 
galore--including those of 
Billy Bishop and Billy Barker. 
The Museum’s exhibits are 
good and getting better, and 
the educational outreach and 
publication efforts of the 
staff are impressive by any 
standard. 

So what's wrong? 

The Canadian War 
Museum is housed in an old 
Public Archives Building, 
almost 100 years old. The 
humidity is too high one day 
and too low the next. The 
electrical system, 
washrooms, and stairwells 
are all below code. And that’s 
our good building! 

The Museum’s offsite 
collections’ storage facility, 
Vimy House, was nothing less 
than an old street car barn. It 
holds 98 per cent of the 
Museum’s half-million 
artifacts in a drafty, leaky 
building that is completely 
inadequate--indeed 
dangerous--for the survival 
of a world-class collection. 
Canada’s military history is 
literally in danger of 
disappearing into dust and 
mould. 

What does it matter if the 
country has a new museum

It will preserve the 
artifacts of our history. It will 
help Canadians understand 
the brutal reality that 
sometimes freedom must be 
paid for with a terrible price. 
Our service men and women 
today, undertaking difficult 
and dangerous peacekeeping 
and peacemaking operations 
around the world, know this 
just as well as their 
grandfathers did. All 
Canadians need to learn to
